Taking the 9.20 a. m. outward "circuit” 
train for a short morning excursion, the j 
foremost impression was that Newton is 
cut in two, both to the eye ami to the foot, i 
much less than it was before, and far less I 
than it would have bet n by the clevntb n of 
the tracks. Five or six additional bridges ! 
give more and better communication be- j 
tween the north ami south sides of the 
tracks than ever before. Also, wherever 
the depression is small, as it is much of the 
way, or wherever there were embankments 
before, the country is sufficiently well seen 
from the cars. 

Better than sightliness, the sense of re- 
lief in the feeling of the greatly increased 
safety to the whole community, especially 
to children, is most welcome. 

As to the items of noise and smoke, 
noise is very much diminished to the ears 
of residents, if it is a little greater to 
passengers. Rut people are out of the cars 
far more than they are in them, and the 
balance is therefore on the right side. 
Moreover the noise in the cars is mostly 
confined to the two outside tracks where 
the cars are nearest the retaining walls, 
which are necessary in some places. It is 
much less on the two inside tracks. More- 
over, in winter, when all car doors and 
windows are shut, it will hardiy be noticed 
nt all. While the smoke may be somewhat 
more annoying than before to houses close 
to the tracks, it w ill sooner be arrested, 
ami will not spread so far and wide as it 
has been seen to do before the depression 
was made. 

The execution of the work seems worthy 
of all praise. Remembering well in child- 
hood the wrecky tract east of the Washing- 
ton street crossing in West Newton, the 
natural swampiness nt the West Newton 
station; also the Newtonville meadows, 
and the weeping banks of Mt. Ida, the suc- 
cessful pains taken to make a dry road bed 
by means of wide and deep walled ditches 
each side of it, wherever necessary, is good 
to s*>e. 

S' me surprise w as felt at the absence of 
doors on th# side of the new Newton sta- 
tion facing the tracks. But the outside 
grading shows that the station could not 
well have been set lower; and this being 
so, steps from doors facing the tracks 
would too much obstruct the platform. 
The interior is very handsome and roomy, 
but certain light ornamental screen w ork 
near the two ends or partially across the 
middle, would be a decided improvement. 
On the whole, the depression is a grand 
work. It was the right thing to do, anti is 
a notable example of the good results of 
long and thorough preliminary study of an 
important question. 

But what is this great Boston & Albany 
R. R. coming to, successor to the little 
single tracked Boston & Worcester R. R. 
of 1835, with its little ten-ton, four-w heeled 
engines, and four-wheeled cars, and few' 
trains, and no branches? What may it not 
come to? Soon there may be electrics on 
it every ten minutes, on the circuit, and at 
five and ten cent fares, and a through fast- 
est express in fifty minutes from Columbus 
Avenue to Worcester. This w ill do very 
well. The uninformed, or the unthinking, 
must not expect too much. Worcester is 
six hundred feet above Boston, and to lift 
an entire train that height while going 
forty-three miles is work enough even for 
steam and steel to do in fifty minutes; 
though, on a dead level the same power 
might go sixty miles in the same time. 
Corporations/ like great families, and dis-

Inspection of School Children. 

The board of health, at the request of 
the school committee, has recently com- 
pleted arrangements for a more systematic 
medical inspection of the school children 
of the city. 

The limited appropriation at the dis- 
posal of tlie board rendered it impossible 
to adopt the daily inspection in vogue in 
Boston and other large cities, but with the 
hearty cooperation of the competent physi- 
cians who have accepted positions as in- 
spectors, it is believed that the system will 
te a success The method adopted by the 
board is as follows: 

The city has been divided into seven in- 
spection districts, and in charge of a physi- 
cian, whose duty it is to make a careful 
inspection of all school children in his in- 
spection district, three times a year, i. e., 
at the beginning of the full term, and after 
tlie Christmas and full vacations. 

Tlie inspector will examine principally 
for symptoms of diphtheria, scarlet fever 
uud measles, but pupils affected with any 
contagious or infectious diseases will be 
prompti} barred from school attendance 
until recovery. 

The schools are divided into districts, and 
physicians assigned us follows, the appoint- 
ments being for one year, from Sept. 1st:

IT IS ALREADY IlKOlNNINO TO CAM. OPT ! 

INQUIRIES AND WIPE CH1TK ISM. 

The residents of West Newton are not ; 
altogether pleased with the report that the J 
Boston A- Albany will, on Sept. 1, extend j 
its restrictive cab service, now in operation J 
at New ton and New tonville.to that station. 
Under the new arrangement the enb fares 
are to be Increased between the hours of 9 
i». in. and 7 a. m., to an cents, tlie rate now 
being 25 cents. It is understood that this 
increase will lead to ah investigation as to 
how far the privileged cab owners encroach 
upon the public domain in the maintenance 
of their stands. II it is found that they 
are occupying territory that does not be- 
long to the company, steps will he taken to 
abridge their privileges. It is argued that 
the public has some interests in this matter, 
and that it will take such steps as will 
make its rights manifest. 

The owners of carriages who will he 
allowed to solicit business nt the stations 
will he required to keep their vehicles 
clean and neat at all times, and the drivers 
in uniform. No outside parties will be per- 
mitted to engage in this traffic. It is 
learned that the service is to be put in force 
at all stations between Boston and Wor- 
cester.— Boston Herald.

In this ago a man Is noth- 
ing If he is not practical, lie turns aside 
from a threadbare precedent aud makes a 
luw for himself. The mil, up to date pro- 
posal Is conducted with all modern uppli- 
ances. We are met by the important quos 
thin in the street ear and on the crowded 
railway train The bicycle proposal Is roo- 
ogntzed us a staple article The lawyer 
proposes to his stenographer on the phon- 
ograph. The busy man may send a tele- 
gram or he may call his lady up and dc 
ohm* his sentiments over the telephone, 
wheu lie will bo spared hulf tlie pain of a 
ref usul and she will loso half the fna of It, 
for she cunnot see how ho hears it. — Chi-

CITY POLITICS. 


Now that the vacation season Is practi- 
cally over, interest will be aroused in city 
politics, and developments of a rather live- 
ly nature may be expected. 

The state election comes first, and New- 
ton is more than usually interested, as on 
that day the new charter comes up for the 
approval of the people. The revision was 
done by such a competent set of men, who 
had had practical experience of the defects 
of the present system, that the result of 
their conferences could hardly fail to be an 
improvement, and the general verdict of 
those who have carefully studied the re- 
vised charter, is that under it city affairs 
would be more prudently and economically 
managed, and that we should get a great 
deal more for the large amount of money 
we expend, than we do at present. 

The great fuult of the present system is 
that there is no responsible head, and the 
management is under so many different 
committees, that one committee often only 
undoes the work of the other and the city 
money is simply wasted. An example of 
this was seeu this year at Lower Falls, 
where the streets were put in order at 
large expense, and immediately afterwards 
the sewer department began to dig them up 
for sewers. Such cases are so frequent 
that every one can recall them, if he pays 
any attention to city work. 

As far as we can learn there is a certain 
amount of opposition to the new charter, 
some from conservative people who object 
to any change, and some from those w ho 
have some kind of a grudge against men 
whom they think will be put in charge of 
departments, if the new charter is adepted. 
It will require a good deal of missionary 
Avork to arouse people to the necessity of 
voting in favor of the change, and this 
kind of work is soon to commence. 

Newton is also directly interested in the 
question of representatives to the General 
Court. The custom is to give such offi- 
cials two terms, and so far there seems no 
opposition to the re-election of Mr. Pickard 
and Mr. Hayward. Mr. Pickard was fortu- 
nate in being placed on important commit- 
tees, and the great work be accomplished 
for the improvement of Charles River will 
not be forgotten. lie was a very influen- 
tial man in the last legislature, and will of 
course have much more in the one next 
year. Mr. Hayward was not so fortunate- 
ly placed ou committees, and did not have 
as much to do as Mr. Pickard, but if the 
South side leaders decide to send him for 
another term, the north side voters will 
probably acquiesce, although it leaves the 
populous part of the city without a repre- 
sentative. 

As for the other state officials, Newton 
generally has little direct iuliueuee upon 
their nomination, ami in too many cases 
delegates at conventions have only a per- 
functory duty to perform, in approving 
nominations tlmt have all been arranged 
beforehand. Whether it will be so this 
year or not time alone will tell, but a 
strong effort is to be mudeto have Newton 
send a united delegation to ull the conven- 
tions, which will give us more influence 
than we usually have. 

As for our city election itself, and city 
officials, while there is a good deul of dis- 
cussion und considerable gossip, the date 
of tiie election is so far off that it is rather 
too early to arouse uny great interest in 
that brunch of city politics.

UNINVITED GUESTS. 

A Kiud of Bee That Makm Its Home 
With the Bumblebee. 

In St. Nicholas there is nn article on 
“Some Common Bees and How They 
Live,” by A. Hyatt Verrlll. Mr. Verrill 
Bays: 

Unlike tho honeybees, tho bumblebeo 
queens, to their credit be it said, aro nol 
of a jealous disposition, but live peace- 
fully together In one nest until in the au- 
tumn tho family breaks up, tho old 
queens, workers and drones perishing, 
whilo the young queens, forsaken and 
alone, crawl away to some protected place 
wherein to pass the winter and reappear 
In the spring and found another colony. 

If you should examine a bumblebee's 
nest, you would probably find among our 
busy, hard working friends a number .f 
Individuals who never labor for their l..*« 
ing, and, although they oomo and go with 
perfect froedom, never bring pollen or 
honey, noraid In making wax. These are 
the “guest* bees” or inquilines, a species 
which depend on their host the huinblobto 
to furnish them board and rooms rent free. 

Thu inquilines. like the European 
ouokoo or the American cow hunting 
among birds, lay their eggs liy stealth in 
the bumblebees’ nests. The young when 
hatched are enrod for by their foster par- 
ents, and when full grown aro treated 
with us much consideration as though they 
wero guests of honor. Why tho bumble- 
bees should permit their uninvited visitors 
to remain with them is a mystery, for, al- 
though somo species closely resemble their 
hosts In size and color, others ure quite 
different. It cun hardly lie supposed, 
therefore, that they are mistaken for right- 
ful members of the colony. On this ac- 
count many naturalists have thought that 
they perforin some important service in 
return for their hospitable reception, hut 
of what this duty, if any, cousists has 
never been discovered.

They 
are found in South America, where also 
species of the genus (.'hnrlcrgus occur — 
wasps tiiat make a very rvmarkuMo and 
tough nest, with funnel shaped combs in- 
side, arranged one Inside of another, nest 
fashion, but not In contact except at their 
points of suspension. At the apexes of 
these cones occur tho apertures of entrance 
for the inmates to pass up uiuong the 
ioul tiors.

The visitor told of 
the very jolly times that were enjoyed ut 
the old hotel, as most of the guests w ere 
vouug people, and they hud come oat to 
Newton to enjoy themselves. He found 
very few traces of the old houses and other 
buildings that he remembered, uud was 
greatly surprised that a place so fur out 


from Boston should have grown to lie such 
a large and nourishing city.

It is evident to those who observe the 
political conditions in this city that the 
candidacy of Hon, George N. Swallow for 
Councillor is receiving the support of many

Death of Timothy Stuart. 

Mr. Timothy Stuart, founder of T. Stuart 
A- Sons, one of the largest contracting 
firms in this section, died at his home on 
Pearl street. Wednesday afternoon, after a 
long illness. He had been suffering from 
dropsy and this resulted -fatally. 

Mr. Stuart was a native of Maine, being 
born iu Saco in 1825, and a descendant of 
one of the oldest families living in that 
vicinity. 

When a young man he left the old home- 
stead and went to Brookline, where he en- 
gaged in the contracting business iu a small 
way. Several years later he was called to 
Waltham, where he accepted a position as 
foreman with Stephen Deshon, a well 
know n and prominent market gardener of 
that place. 

Wishing to again set up in business for 
; himself, he later left this employment, ami 
resumed business as a contractor, 
taking a bouse ou Pearl street, iu tin* city, 
in the vicinity of which lie has lived ever 
! since. 

Here he quickly won a reputation for 
honesty in his dealings, and energy and 
skill in the management of his business, 
which rapidly grew from a small beginning 
to its present large proportions. Before 
the incorporation of the city lie laid out 
many of its streets, particularly on the 
north side. During latter years several 
sections of the metropolitan .-ewer, also 
tiie Commonwealth avenue boulevard, 
large business block cellars ami other 
pieces of similar work liuve been carried 
on under his management. assi*ted by his 
three sons, w ho for a number ut years have 
been associated with him. 

Mi. Stuurt wa.> a resident of this city for 
over 3o years, had a w ide circle of tr lends 
and business acquaintances, and his death 
w ill be a loss, not «mly to them, but to the 
city in which he has lived so long. 

Deleaves a widow and seven children, 
four sons uud three daughters. Three of 
the sons are associated with him m his 
business, while the fourth, Mr. George 
Stuart, i* oi e u! New ton’s ablest assistant 
superintendents of streets. Tne daughters 
are Mrs. P A Mur my, Mrs. Juuies Mu- 
buff and Mis Josephine >^uai t. 

The funeral was held this morning at 
the Church of Onr l.a iy at 10 o'clock.

The first meeting of the school board 
since its adjournment last June for a sum- 
mer’s vaoat ion was held Wednesday even- 
ins in the Clatlin school building at New- 
tonville. There was nothing to disturb the 
usual harmony, and the session lasted 
scarcely an hour. The eight teachers- 
resignations presented did not apparently 
cause any surprise or comment. Evidently 
the members were aware of these changes 
beforehand, and orders nominating others 
to till the vacancies were promptly intro- 
duced and adopted. 

Mayor Cobh, in calling the board to 
order, remarked that he w as glad to see so 
many members able to he present, and that 
he hoped that they had enjoyed their sum- 
mer’s r<»st. He referred feelingly to the 
death of Levi Warren, saying he regretted j 
very much to announce it. Mr. Warren, ho 
said, was a trusted and faithful servant of 
the city. During his work at the l’eirce 
school his teaching has had a great effect 
on two generations of West Newton ! 
residents. To Mr. Warren was due the 
praise and gratitude of the members of the 
school hoard. 

When the roll was called It was found 
that Messrs. Brackett, Fisher and llowes 
were absent. 

There were no papers from the common 
council. 

Mr. Bond presented the follow ing minute 
with t he motion that it be spread upon the 
records. This was unanimously voted : 

MINUTE. 

The New ton school committee wishes to 
place upon record an expression of its sor- 
row at the loss of Levi F. Warren, one of 
the city’s most devoted and successful 
teachers, lie was a resourceful, enthusias- 
tic instructor, untiring in the performance ! 
of every duty, kind and considerate 
tOAvard all, ami unsparing of himself 
Avherever he could be of service. 

Mr. Ilollis introduced an order appoint- 
ing Charles D. Meseive and Irving O. 
Palmer, at a salary of $1800 to fill the va- 
cancies caused by the resignation of Messrs. 
Sampson and Hollins. Mr. Meserve, he 
said, Avas a graduate of class ’87, Boston 
University, lie had been principal of the 
High school at Leominster, and previously 
at Barnstable. Mr. Palmer avrs a graduate 
of class ‘87, Colby University. He had 
taught at Wareham, Taber Academy, and 
for the last four years at the Salem High | 
school. 

The teachers nominated, Mr. Hollis said, I 
had been thoroughly examined by the High 
school committee. A large number of ap- : 
plications had been considered, aud several 
meetings held throughout the summer. 

To fill the positions left by Miss Bates 
and Miss Davis at the High school, Miss 
Sarah M. Dean of Ratcliffe ’95, and Miss 
Edith H. Wilder of the Boston University 
’92, w’ere appointed at a salary of $900. 
Miss Wilder lias taught at Bingham, and at 
the Woodward Institute. 

Mr. Hollis’ explanation showed that the 
salaries of the neAV teachers differed con- 
siderably from the salaries of those who 
had resigned. On the four new appoint- 
ments about $1000* in salaries had been 
saved. 

Mr. James W. Applebee was appointed 
master of the Peirce school at West New- 
ton at a salary of $2000. Mr. Applebee 
Avas formerly at the Adams school, but 
latterly has taught in Chelsea. 

Miss Searl having resigned from the 
Clatlin school, Margaret A. O’Neil was ap- 
pointed In her place, as first assistant In 
the Clatlin school, at a salary of $700. 

Miss Denning having resigned from the 
Adams school, Miss Antonette Huffe was 
appointed at a salary of $(520 to till the 
position. 

Mr. Bond then presented the resignation 
of Sarah A. Warren as first assistant in the 
Pierce school at West New’ton, after 25 
years of service. 

Miss Ella L. Chase Avas appointed to fill 
the vacancy left by the resignation of Miss 
Simpson ut XeAvton Centre. 

Miss Lucy Boothby was appointed at a 
salary of $(520 as an assistant at the Ash 
street kindergarten. 

The report of Supt. Aldrich referred to 
the inspection of school children by the 
board of health’s doctors an account of 
Avhich avus published in the Graphic of 
last week. Mr. Aldrich also spoke of the 
new course of study for the primary aud 

g rammar schools, which lie hoped the 
oard would adopt that it might be put in 
use next Monday. 

The finance committee reported that the 
school expenses for the months of July and 
August amounted to $8540.13. 

The board then voted to adopt the new r 
course of study for the grammar and prima- 
ry schools. 

Mr. Hardy, speaking for the Ward Four 
committee and special committee appoint- 
ed to consider the appointment of a master 
at the Hamilton school, Lower Falls, said 
that after cousideiatiou it w as decided to 
accept the minority report, Avhich was ad- 
verse to the plan of having a muster at the 
Hamilton school. 

It was then voted to hold the regular 
sessions of the evening and drawing 
schools. The first at Nonuntum, and the 
second ut Newtonvilte. 

Charlotte E. Sew all of the Underwood 
school petitioned for a four months’ ieuve 
of absence. She was referred to the finance 
committee. 

Mr. Avery said the appointment of Mr. 
Applebee at a salary ot $2000, which he 
heartily endorsed, must be some av hut dis- 
couraging to those masters, who hud 
taught for so many years ut a salary of 
S is* o. He did not offer any order, but sug- 
gested that the fiuauce committee consider 
the advancement of salaries in the appro- 
priation for the yeur’s expenses. 

Mr. Hurdy replied to u question of Mr. 
Bond saying that the committee hud the 
mutter under consideration.

A GREAT SCHEME 


TO CONSOLIDATE ALL THE SFRIRRAN 
POSTOFFICES AVITH THAT OF BOSTON— 
IT IS RECOMMENDED RY ( IIIEK SECRE- 
TARY HI. A A Fits, 


Mr. George W. Beavers, the chief of the 
salaries and allowances division of the 
postoffice department, has returned to 
Washington from an official visit of inspec- 
tion of the Newton and Boston postoffices 
and the result of his trip will he the exten- 
sion of the consolidation system, uoav in 
operation in Boston, to all the larger cities 
of the country. 

Mr. Beavers is charged Avith the duty ami 
responsibility of dividing up in fair propor 
tion the money that is assigned for the pay- 
ment of salaries, olerk hire, letter carriers 
and the like, so that each city and toAvn 
may get Its fair proportion. His recom- 
mendations are generally adopted by the 
department. 

II is visit to Boston Avas to investigate the 
recent consolidation of the various post- 
offices in Newton, Avhere a number of inde- 
pendent postoffices Avere reduced to sub- I 
stations, and a general supervising office I 
was created at Newton Centre, the post- 
master of Avhich has charge of the Avhole 
consolidated arena. 

“I spent several days in Boston,” said 
Mr. Beavers, “giving my personal attention 
to matters connected Avith the de\'eiopment 
of postal service there. I found Postmaster 
Thomas to be a av idea wake and efficient 
officer, and l also avrs pleased Avith his 
management, so that I av i 1 1 grant him al- 
most anything he asks, being certain that 
he lias the best interest of the service in 
view. 

“One thing that av ill follow my visit is 
the increase of the substitute force. I Avill 
recommend the increase be brought up to a 
total of 20 per cent of his force, which will 
not he too hu ge and av i 1 1 enable the office : 
to be run without trouble whenever the : 
sick list of the office Is unusually large. 

“The most important matter,” continued ! 
Mr. Beaver, “will be the conversion of in- i 
dependent • offices around Boston into 
bianclt stations. This plan has been fwl- 
loAved with success in Chicago, where a 
large number of hitherto independent 
offices have been made subordinate to the 
main office. 

“Tomorrow I shall Avrlte a letter to Post- 
master Thomas, asking him to name for me 
those offices in the immediate vicinity of 
Boston which can be converted Into branch 
stations. 

“Take Newton Centre, for instance, in- 
stead of a postmaster there, I avouIU put a 
superintendent, and do away Avith the 
machinery which is uoav required to run it 
as an independent office. Instead of having 
a cashier and other officials, I Avould let all 
the accounts be kept at the Boston office. 
In Chicago Ave have found that the central- 
ization saves money to the government and 
increases the efficiency of the service.” 

"How large a circle would you draAV 
around Boston, and Iioav many offices 
Avould you take in?” 

“There would be no arbitrary circle. I 
Avould go Avhere the population is densest 1 
and include points which could be most 
easily reached. I have several plans in my 
mind that I noticed when circulating | 
around Boston, but I shall not name them, j 
I want to hear from the postmaster first. | 
The change will not come tor sometime, as 
1 want to have all the data at hand to lay { 
before the postmaster general.” 

“Did you look into the Cambridge 
trouble?” 

“Yes, and 1 will let the postmaster gen- 
eral settle it. It is too big a question for 
me to decide. As for Newton Centre, I 
Avant to say that while there Avere at first a 
great many complaints about the consolida- 
tion. I took the trouble to make inquiries 
and I believe that now everybody is satis- 
fied. It Swill not be long, however, be- 
fore Newton Centre and other offices Avill 
be swallowed up m the main office. This 
is the policy of the department, and where 
the electric cars run in every direction, as 
they do around Boston.it will be easy to 
put the neAv scheme into practical opera- 
tion.”

We hope thut the present visita- 
tion will not equal the intensity of the 
former distemper, but It avIII be recalled as 
u strange sight to have seen horses entirely 
absent from the streets and all the trans- 
portation available being furnished by 
oxen, with an occasional mule team supple- 
mented by wheelbarrows aud push carts. 
As the decline in the number of oxen on 
Noav England farms has been marked in 
late years, those patient beasts could not 
be relied on to help ns much in a like 
emergence. Electricity has delivered the 
street railways from the contingency, but 
the motor carriages cun yet afford no relief 
to the general traffic.

BICYCLE VS. TIGER. 


I was traveling through the large Malay 
Islands — Java ami Sumatra — In company 
with tho Dutch geographer Moor and our 
geologic lioussollo. Wo were going down 
tin rivor Bnnvynn Assim through tho 
heart of formidable forests and tracts of 
country ns much to ho dreaded as thoso 
that Kanin pictures to his divine wife. 
Hugo crocodiles He sleeping in tho crocks 
and on tho low promontories. On the odgo 
of tho thicket appears tho massive profile 
of the rhinoceros of tertiary descent; tho 
monkoy goes scampering otT to leafy, sa- 
vanna liko stretches, and everywhere may 
be Been the lordly tiger, the tragic king of 
the jungle, vanquisher still of the now- 
comer, the Mongolian and tho feeble Hin- 
doo shorn of his pristine Aryan strength. 

We landed one evening at a clearing 
called Nieuwcnhuys, settled by a dozen 
Netherland planters with their army of 
Chinese and Malay servants. Tho planta- 
tions, which are largo — about two miles 
square— let In a patch of light Into a gi- 
gantic, virgin forost. Tho village proper 
Is fortified against tigers, because in 1811 
and 1853 they attacked and devoured tho 
Malays who had settled there. 

Wo wero most sumptuously entertained 
at the homo of Mijaher Vanden Ouwe- 
landt. His chuteau was built of wood. 
We wero sented on the veranda, enjoying 
one of those ovenings In which perfumed 
night Is mingled with tho glowworm’s 
light and the mystic course of tho stars as 
they fall liko drops of fire into the clopsy- 
dra of tho lnfluite. Groat motoors, shoot- 
ing at Intervals across tho sky, seemed 
like signals from snino ship furrowing an 
ocean of ether. Tho forest lifted its 
strange, wild voice in coasoloss drama — 
herbivora groaning in terror, beasts of 
prey roaring in rage, yelling In victory. 

“I)o the tigers hero often carry off 
men?”* I asked of our host between two 
hunting tales. 

“No; three or four perhaps In ten years. 
In tho first place they no longer try to nt- 
taek the village. They have come to rec- 
ognize very clearly that it is beyond their 
strength. All animals, you see, would 
learn to respect human life if they were 
trained properly. That is so true (hat for 
a long, long time no Nothcrluml planter 
who has been here more than two years 
has been attacked. On the other hand, 
the Chinese, the Malay, the inexperienced, 
have to look out for theiuselvos. If we 
had known how to manage differently, 
beasts hostilo to our kind would long since 
have disappeared.” 

“However, tigers are numerous about 
here?” 

“The forost swarms with them. I would 
not recommend an excursion near its bor- 
ders even in broad daylight.” 

Wo remained Home time longer, drink- 
ing coffee hy the light, of some blue lamps 
that cast a sickly glow on the night, and 
then wore aide to re.iose. 

When I rose next morning, our host was 
In the fields. After a cup of tea I found 
myself strolling ubout tho place. I was 
hesitating between taking a walk in tho 
neighborhood and arranging a package of 
accounts when my attention was attracted 
toun A No. 1 bicycle under a shod. 

1 recognized it iis one of tho finest and 
best known of American makes.

It is a dishabille 
beyond all burlesque pantomime uml only 
shipwreck on a desert island would seem 
sufficient excuse for womon being seen in 
Btieh an ungraceful, unbecoming attire— 
an undress that reveals every defect, while 
concealing beauty, that no loveliness can 
overcome and that has neither color not 
grace nor pioturesqueness to recommend 
it In itself.

TIIE BOSTON POSTAL DISTRICT. 


The proposition of Secretary Beavers of 
the government postoftice department, to 
include all the suburbs of Boston under one 
gem-ral management, the same as has been 
done at Chicago, has a good deal to recom- 
mend it. Cambridge and Brookline are 
now a part of the Boston system, and they 
receive Itheir mails more promptly and 
have more frequent deliveries than we do 
in Newton. This would also allow of the 
extension of the postal street car system to 
Newton, which is something that we do 
not have now. There is a good deal of 
complaint of the delay In receiving letters 
sent from Boston to Newton, and vice 
versa, but this would be remedied in great 
measure under one metropolitan system, 
nml the sen ice would be even better than 
at present. People in the larger villages 
And that their postal facilities are the sume 
when served by a station as when each 
village had a regular postoflice, and it 
would make no difference to the great 
majority of people whether the station 
from which their mails were delivered 
Avere a part of the Newton Centre or a part 
of the Boston system, or if there was any 
change it would be in the way of increased 
efficiency, as the saving would allow of 
more carriers and more frequent deliveries. 
The West End postal cars could come direct 
to Newton and also to Newton Centre, and 
from those points to all the other villages, 
and we would have more frequent mails. 

Consolidation is the order of the day,and 
is seen in all branches of business, und is 
advocated in all parts of the public service, 
as it brings about more economy and great- 
er efficiency. As far as we know of public 
seutiment in the eity.Xewton people would 
not object to becoming a part of Boston’s 
postal system, if better postal facilities 
were to be the result. As we were told 
many times during the agitation last sum- 
mer, not one person in a hundred would 
know that any change had been made. A 
mere matter of sentiment should not be 
allowed to stand in the way of progress, 
etc., etc. The names of the stations would 
all remain the same as before. The 
change might prove a very satisfactory 
way out of the controversy that raged so 
fiercely for so many weeks, und that has 
left sore spots that may cause trouble in 
the future, unless allayed by some such 
course as outlined by Mr. Beuvers, who of 
course coming here as a stranger, would 
recommend what was for the interest of 
the general service, without regurd to the 
interests of any section. 

There are many complaints in some of 
the new delivery districts of the inudequa- 1 
oy of the carrier service, and of the fact 
that only two deliveries a day are made. 
The truth is that the force of carriers is 
insufficient, and unable to cover tiie large 
extent of territory twice a duy. Secretary 
Beavers reports that everything is perfect- 
ly satisfactory, hut this was probuldy only 
hearsay, and not the result of persouul in- 
spection. Newton itself is well served, us 
its carriers are numerous enough to be uble 
to make three deliveries a day, and all tiie 
important mails are delivered on the duy 
they ure received. But the other postal 
districts onl> have two deliveries, und tiie 
carriers ure unable to make two full trips 
in the eight hour day. Cases ure reported 
of carriers being nearly the whole of the 
eight hours on their iirst trip. Other parts 
of tiie city ure demanding the sume facili- 
ties as Newton, und they could hardly be 
expected to remain contented under the 
present inadequate service. Tiie great 
saving that tiie national experts figured 
out from tiie abolishment of so many dis- 
tinct postoffices is only obtained by having 
about hulf tiie number of carriers that even 
two full deliveries u duy would require, 
and us people return from their summer 
vacations, the amount of muil mutter to be 
distributed w ill be hugely increased und 
complaints of tiie inadequate service will 
be of daily occurrence. Outside of New- 
ton, the force of carriers cuu hurdly make 
more than one full delivery u day, with 
their present long routes. 


urbs, and put up apartment houses, with 
steam heat and modern conveniences, in 
desirable locations. Land near the rail- 
road stations is getting to be so high priced 
that it yields a small return, even with a 
high rent for the better class of house, 
and as the great majority are looking for n 
winter home, they do not cure to have 
grounds to care for and sidewalks to keep 
clear of ice and snow. 

We have lmd a few tentative efforts in 
the apartment house direction, but nothing 
like those on Beacon street in Brookline, 
and although such have been talked of, 
real estate owners seem rather timid about 
venturing on such an experiment. An 
apartment house on a large scale was 
planned in Newton Centre, and the foun- 
dations were laid some months ago. but 
that is as far as the operations have got. 

One peculiar thing about the demand for 
houses is that every one wants a new 
house, the newer the better, und the older 
houses, no matter what their conveniences, 
have either to wait until all the new houses 
are taken, or else have to be offered at 
much lower rates. Some real estate own- 
ers say that the only thing to do is to ask 
enough rent for a new house to pay for it 
in ten years or so, and at the end of that 
time tear it down and rebuild. That 
might )>«• one solution of tin* difficulty. 

This month is In marked contrast with 
the same month a year ago, in the increased 
demand for houses, which is the result of 
I the more hopeful feeling In business, and 
| also of the fact that Newton’s reputation 
| as the most desirable suburb of Boston has

strangers, as last year many were kept 
away by the upheaval and general con- 
fusion about the railroad stations.

LITTLE TOY WAGONS. 

All Children Play With Them, From the 
Pole to tlio Equator. 

It must be that the toy wagon 1 b tho 
favorite plaything of children tho world 
ovir, for there Ir no country in which 
grown up WJgnns nro used that hns not | 
toy wagons just like them except In rIzo, 
and In those countries whore wagons arc 
never used there nro always substitutes. 

There are tho Eskimo children, for In- 1 
stance, who use in their play little sledges 
ntndo of bono carefully whittled out and 
pieced together — crossbars, runners and all . 
— just as big sledges were in tho days be- 
fore wood and Iron could he bought of the | 
whaling ships. Tho best toys are always 
rathor old fashioned. The six tiny ivory 
dogs of an Eskimo toy team aro attached 
to the sledf, by strandsof seal gut or other 
tough, lino fiber, which is always getting , 
tangled. 

In the Snkalln Islnnd, which is nltnost 
ns arctic as Greenland in spite of its boing j 
generally reckoned a Japanese island, tho 
toy sledges i provided with polos, and 
tho dogs, w’ ’ttlod out flat, nro nttnehed to I 
It by pegs d r, ven through their bodies into 
the polo Ip cither enso tho labor of carv- 
ing sledge and dogs out of hone and fitting 
them together must take many days of , 
patient work. 

Turkish toy wagons In the towns are 
Just what t hey should he in America, hut 
In tho country tho horses aro often replaced i 
by toy buffaloes whose* heads arc weighed 
down with big, drooping horns. The axles 
are set immovably into tho solid wheels, I 
and the axles themselves turn In sockets I 
under the wagon, which Is just what big 
axles do In that region. But better than 
a wagon of any kind Is a whole caravan of 
toy camels, plodding their way across tho 
dosert of a 10 foot strip of sand with imag- 
inary freighters on their hump hacks, 
bound for a limko believe Mecca just in 
front of tho next hoy's house. 

In Morocco, where there are no wagons 
at all, the dolls ride on tho hacks of doll 
donkeys, though in the houses of rich men 
there are often elaborately dressed French 
dolls just from Paris, with gildod state 
conches drawn by white horses for them 
to ride in. Their owners, however, will 
probably never in the whole course of their 
lives see n real wagon. 

In Egypt, whoso only main road is the 
Nile, children play with Mecca trains of 
camels as they do in Turkey or quite as 
likely sail tiny dalmbenhs with huge sails 1 
on the canals, which cut the whole land 
into n vast greon checkerboard. And 
just Ruch l.onts were built by tiie children 
who lived in Pharaoh’s time, thousands of 
years ago, just as Roman children had 
tiny chariots to play with, wiiose doll 
drlvors leaned out over stiff, high dash- I 
boards to lash doll horses of 4 inch stature 
in tho rush along somu sanguine Appiun 
way. — Pittsburg Dispatch.

SEEN RY A BOSTON NEWSPAPER MAN. 

The Boston Advertiser sent one of its 
best reporters out b» write up an article on 
Newton, and the following very nattering 
account of tlie city’s growth was the result : 

The “Garden City” of the Common- 
wealth Is just rubbing her eyes after the 
summer spectacle ol her sell in her new 
role. She is the great urban liigliwny for 
pleasure seekers, or suburban, ns you will. 

Practically this lms been the first slim- 
mer of the 11 cm boulevard, and the new 
things at the end of the new boulevard. 
Hint Newton lms recorded. For that rea- 
son people have bee doe acquainted with 
New ton. The people that know it best are 
the modern boulevard tors, the cyolists. 

This new boulevard lias done more for 
New ton real estate than anything else, not 
even excepting her ".subway” for she has 
: one— the depression of tin* D. .V A. tracks. 

It has developed land if it has not de- 
veloped “commerce;” it has invited visi- 
tors if it has not raised the limit of safety 
for vehicles; it has winded through the 
middle section in tortuous impartiality and 
has neither turned aside to Ward Six or 
smiled on Ward < hie. 

It has committed no greater solecism than 
to point at tlu; exclusiveness of the New- 
ton Boat Chib’s own Charles, for it ends 
in Auburndale at the Weston bridge. 

The Newton citizen lias more of the 
nomadic spirit than most people on the 
other side of the “garden” fence suppose. 
He leaves the city In the summer, just the 
same as the Boston man does, though the 
t temperature is always between two and 
six degrees lower than it is in Boston. 

1 The summer, therefore, has been quiet, 
not even a grain or two of incipient poli- 
tics being in the air. The last thing New- 
tonians talked about though was the new 
boulevard. 

The figures that are generally accepted 
as showing what the new public works 
have done may be seen in tlie report of the 
board of assessors, lust out. 

The real estate valuation shows a gain of 
$2,323,650. As the total real estate valua- 
tion for the year is reported as $41,540,150, 

1 this year’s increase over Isih; represents 
: about 5 1-2 per cent. 

j The number of polls has increased kko, 
tlie largest ever reported and over 9 per 
I cent, of the total number of polls. 

Every ward shows an increase except 
Ward Five, tlie Highlands ward, which 
the boulevard has kept away from, and 
I nearly half has been in Ward Two. or 
! Newtonville, the reason being doubtless 
due to street car facilities and connections 
i made possible by the boulevard and tlie 
I embryo improvement in tlie B. it A. grade. 

Tlie recent report announced also that 
the tax rate Mould he 20 cents lower in 
1897, a reduction from $16 4n to $16.20 on 
1 $1000. Botli Somerville and Cambridge 
land owners have something like $17.50 
facing them. And this in spite of improve- 
1 meats.

1 M ho Mill not admit that tlie iiom' t ommon- 
wealtli avenue extension lias been the 
j greatest single factor in the city’s develop- 
ment. 

| Tlie writer M ent through residential see- 
; tions of the city recently that but five 
| years ago were Moods— woody woods with 
1 plenty of underbrush, mosquitoes and 
gnats. 

There Mas a section then Most of Centre 
street, between Cabot street, and what is 
now tlie new boulevard, CommnnM’ealth 
avenue, uiiere one might easily lose him- 
self. He mtis too far from habitation, if 
lie was in tlie middle of these woodland 
acresTtobe heard by anyone. All that is 
changed now. 

It is not unreasonable to claim that no 
city of the ConimoiiM’ealth has witnessed 
within its boundaries in the lust five years, 
so many radical changes, all for tlie bet- 
tor, so many gigantic public improvements, 
all now practically completed. 

The postoffice matter with free delivery 
for every ward, is but a recognition of tliis 
from tiie outside. 

The railroad work along tlie main line of 
the B. A* A. has been steadily pushed 
along, so that, while not completed, the 
grade crossing abolishment has become an 
1 accomplished fact. 

Of course people here have there 111 11- 
| dewed Broadway cable car jokes about it. 

I just as Boston people count their gray 
hairs when they wonder how soon the 
state house archway and grounds will be 
free of picks and shovels. 

But another year will see everything 
; ready for an uninterrupted boom in tilings 
Neu'tonhui. The railroad upheaval is only 
a city growing pain. Those are healthy 
j signs as Boston and all cities know. 

Its twin enterprise, for it was conceived 
I simultaneously with the track depression 
j scheme, is tlie widening of Washington 
street. This and tlie cutting through of 
streets hitherto blocked by tlie railroad, 

1 are tlie plums that have fallen to the north 
side in the last few years, to say nothing 
of a neM’ collection of railroad stations. 

It is breathed around that ex-Mayor 
Bothteld, who retired at the end of a single 
and singularly successful term, on acoount 
of ill health, has entirely rccovere 1. 

This is but another way of stating that 
he is in tlie coming mayoralty fight. 

Mayor Robb, wlio lias serve I two t irms, 
will undoubtedly wish to retire. Ordinari- 
ly this might occasion tlie perennial fight 
between the north und so ith sides, tlie 
south side having the best of the argument 
since tiie last two mayors, Bothfcld and 
Robb, are both north siders, from Wards 
( )ne und Seven respectively. 

But there is u personal equation in New- 
ton local polities that has always had to be 
1 taken into consideration the last few 
years, und that is, Botiifeld himself.

I It lius just transpired that the Newton 
i Democrats have had a narrou* escape from 
! being without a party organization tliis 
year, and from tiie being denied the prlvi- 
' lege of nominating candidates und electing 
j delegates in caucus. 

: The silver movement disrupted the New- 
I ton democracy lust fall more effectually, 
probably, than it did the party organiza- 
: tion in any other city of tlie stute. A ma- 
I jority of the old-line democrats supported 
McKinley, abandoning tlie party orguniza- 
t on. and in a number of wa ds no part 
caucuses M ere held. The total strength of 
tlie Bryan movement was only about *ino 
, votes. 

As a result of this condition of affairs 
there was no Murd und city committee 
elected last year, and the party is now 
without organization. Had it not been for 
the energy of William II. Baker, who was 
tlie party cuudidute for Congress in tliis 
district last year, there would have been 
no party caucuses tliis year. 

As a result of the peculiar conditions 
preceding the natiouul election last fail the 
old ward und city committee held over. 
Many of its members are iiom* avowed Re- 
publicans. Others belong to tlie gold 
democracy, and ure classed us lukeu'urm 
Democrats. 

A feM Meeks ago Mr. Baker culled tlie 
attention ot Chairnmu Lawrence J. Bond 
to the necessity of calling caucuses, but al- 
though urged ut length that gentleman de- 
clined to act. 

No action could be taken by others until 
it was certain thut Mr. Bond Mould not 
cull the caucus, and it was not until Mou- 
duy thut it became uppureut t hat (lie regu- 
lar organization would not cull tlie Murd 
caucuses. 

Then Mr. Buker secured authority to act 
in the place of tlie ward and city commit- 
tee from tiie state central organization, und 
u cull for caucuses was issued in his name.

THAT PREI I MINARY CAUCUS. 


There has been a good deal of discussion 
in regard to that preliminary caucus in 
Ward Four, and several adverse criticisms 
of it have been published in the Boston 
papers, but really it was an effort to bring 
the control of affairs back to the people. 
It is stated by one of those who favored it, 
that it was intended to send a notice to 
every Republican in the Ward, and it was 
an open meeting, 'which all Republicans in 
the ward were privileged to attend. 

So much has been said against the way 
party affairs have in some cases been man- 
aged hi this city, when less than a half 
dozen men met and made all the arrange- 
ments, that the Ward Four men thought it 
was desirable to introduce a reform in 
this matter, and call a meeting of all Re- 
publicans and let the majority tix up any 
kind of a slate they desired. They assert 
that this was the only purpose of the meet- 
ing, ami a chance was given for the full- 
est discussson, and a free expression of 
the w ill of the majority. 

Our caucus regulations have become so 
complicated, and they are surrounded 
by so many complicated legal enactments, 
that it takes a good lawyer to follow them. 
The only relief is to hold preliminary cau- 
cuses, such as the one held in Ward Four, 
and until the politicians get after these, 
and surround them with all the legal re- 
strictions they have got up for the regular 
caucuses, such preliminary caucuses ought 
to be popular, and they would be a good 
thing to have in every ward, when the 
citizens wish to retain control of the choos- 
ing of delegates and other matters relat- 
ing to city politics. 

Many voters will not attend the regular 
caucuses, on account of the complicated 
machinery the legislature has provided 
for the running of then), which makes it 
difficult for the ordinary voters to exert 
any influence, uud to such as tiiese the 
preliminary caucus offers a chance of exer- 
cisiug their freedom. A largely attended 
meeting of this kind is certainly better 
than a “parlor caucus” where two or three 
fix up things for the whole city, and even 
if it does put the parlor caucus back one 
step further, if the slate brought in is hot 
satisfactory, there is a chance in a largely 
attended preliminary meeting, to over- 
turn it, and substitute any ticket 
desired. 

Besides, if the work of the preliminary 
caucus is not satisfactory, its selection of 
candidates is known and published, and 
there still remains an opportunity for those 
opposed to attend the regular caucus, and 
make any changes they desire if they have 
the neoessary votes. It is much better to 
know what has been decided upon, than to 
have it sprung at the regular caucus, with- 
out any opportunity to prepare for it, so 
that we can not see why the Ward Four 
plan is not perfectly fair, and worthy of 
imitation by all the other wards. It is 
perfectly open und above board, and that 
is the great thing in politics. 

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 

Middlesex couuty is to have uuother 
fight this year over the county commission- 
ership. The old trouble is not settled by 
any means, and the people of the county 
have not lost their desire for a change in 
the management of county affairs. They 
feel that a good beginning was made last 
year, in the defeat of Mr. Reed of West- 
ford, by Levi S. Gould of Melrose, uud u 
still further change is desiruble. The re- 
tiring member this year is Samuel O. Up- 
ham of Waltham, who has held the posi- 
tion for ten years or more. He is 72 years 
of age, and many feel that a younger man 
should be substituted. Besides, the three 
commissioners now come from Melrose, 
Nutick and Wulthum, uud the locality ur* 
gument is all against the re-election of u 
Waltham man, und leaving the northern 
part of the couuty without representation 
on the board. 

There are two candidates for the succes- 
sion, George A. Roper of Lowell, and 
Charles B. Stone of West Acton. Lowell 
now has about ull the couuty officials, uud 
the much talked of county ring has its 
headquarters In that city, so that candi- 
dates from Lowell are not looked upon 
with greut favor by the rest of the district. 
Besides, as far as we cun see, Mr. Stone 
appears to be the man best qualified for the 
position. 

Mr. Stone is a lawyer. No member of 
the board us it is now constituted is a 
lawyer, and Mr. Roper is not one. The 
advantage of having a lawyer on the board 
can easily be seeu. lie was u candidate for 
the couuty commissioner ship last year, uud 
was strongly supported in the conveutiou. 
When Mr. Gould had beeu nominated Mr. 
Stone moved to make the nomination 
unanimous. 

Mr. Stone was born in 184*. He is a 
Kulght Templar, u member of the Ancient 


and Honorable artillery company and be- 
longs also to many other organizations of 
different kinds. 

He has been chairman of the Republican 
town committee of Acton for 15 years, 
postmaster eight years, and seems to bo a 
fair and liberal jminded man. with a repu- 
tation that would give people confidence 
In him. 


THE MAYORALTY. 

It is rather early for the Introduction of 
the mayoralty campaign, and nothing has 
yet been definitely decided. The announce- 
ment in another pnper that Mayor Cobh 
has announced himself as a candidate Is 
not correct, as Mayor Cobb has made no 
decision In the matter. He 1ms held the 
office two years, has gained all the honor 
there is to be gained from the position, and ! 
found that it includes a great amount of j 
hard and not particularly pleasant work. 
He has made a very honorable record, hut j 
whether he would consent to become a 
candidate again depends upon many things 
that are not settled yet. It has been the 
custom to make a change once In two 
years, and there has been no exception to 
this except in the case of ex-Mayor Kim- 
ball. 

Possibly if the nomination came to him • 
unanimously, Mayor Cobb might he in- 
duced to accept, but the honor of having a 
third term would not hold attractions 
enough to induce him to make any contest* 
What will he done remains to be seen, after 
the caucuses for the state election are held, 
and possibly matters will so shape them- 
selves that there will be no contest over 
this office. 

Newton is fortunate in one respect, it , 
has not had its reputation tarnished in this 
school furniture scandal. The manager ot 
a school furniture company, who was re- 
cently quoted ns saying before the Fall 
River investigating committee that bribery 
is practiced in almost every city of Massa- 
chusetts, puts in a disclaimer. Over his 
own signature he says: “I have stated 
that there are some cities and towns in the 
state of Massachusetts in which corruption 
and favoritism are practiced in securing 
school desk contracts. 1 am ready to ex- 
pose every city in which corruption and 
favoritism are practiced. I have named 
Fall River, New Bedford, Malden, Cam- 
bridge, Somerville, Melrose ami Marlboro, 
but no others.” 


The councillor contest in this district 
has taken on a new phase by the with- 
drawal of James B. Maccabe of East Bos- 
ton, and John Hopewell, Jr., of Cam- 
bridge, both of which were announced this 
week. This would seem to leave a clear 
field for Mr. Swallow of Charlestown, as 
the remaining candidates have but a small 
following, i although there is some talk of 
putting another Cambridge man in the 
field, as that city is not at all modest in 
reaching for any office that comes up. 

That West End lease becomes more and 
more surprising, the more it is looked into, 
and the extent of the enormous privileges 
granted are more clearly seen. The last 
legislature was evidently mure than gener- 
ous in its treatment of this corporation, 
and some of the members ought to have 
made a handsome thing out of it. The in- 
crease of several millions in the value of 
West End stock, in the last few months, 
shows the value of the concessions. 

Representative Pickard makes a 
very generous offer in regard to the pio- 
posed Old Folks’ Home, which has so long j 
been talked about as one of the things ur- | 
gently needed in Newton. Now that Mr. 
Pickard has taken hold of the matter, the 
success of the project may be said to be as- i 
sured, as he never knows what failure | 
means. 


A correspondent writes in regard to 
the mayoralty. “Among all aspirants as- 
certain who is the most worthy and stand 
for him.” That is the right kind of ad- 
vice to give, and it has many followers 
this year. 


The City Council found plenty of busi- 
ness awaiting it on Monday night, and all 
sorts of orders and petitious poured in for 
their consideration. 


AN OLD FOLKS HOME. 

REPRESENTATIVE PICKARD MAKES A 
VERY GENEROUS OFFER. 

To tlu* Editor of the Graphic:— 

The question of a Home for aged people 
is one that is of especial interest to many 
people in Newton, uud we hope to see one 
established here iq the near future.

The first time 
ho tried it successfully was In Boston. 
There were 10,000 persons present, and 
when tho last hnlf of the ninth inning be- 
gan the score was tied. Kelly, who was tho 
first man at the bat, turned to tho crowded 
grand stand before taking his pluoe and 
Shouted : 

"Open the gates nnd go home! It’s all 
over!” Kel was guyed unmercifully, but 
he merely laughed and cracked out a safe 
hit. As he crossed first base he fell and 
rolled on the ground in apparent ngony. 

"It’s me ankle!” cried the king, nnd 
the Chicago players took off his shoe. 
After 15 minutes' delay Kelly got up and 
teemed to be very lame. The Boston bat- 
tery, believing that ho could not run, paid 
little attention to him, until suddenly ho 
dashed for second like a real sprinter and 
slid around Burdock In safety. 

“Never touched me!” yelled Kelly, nnd 
then all eye6 were turned to Captain An- 
son. The latter finally pushed a slow 
grounder toward John Morrill, the first 
bnpeiuan, and Eugeno Van Court, the in 
pire, ran down the base line to &ee whether 
Morrill got to the bag ahead of Anson. 
He believed Kelly would go only as far as 
third, 60 he did not look at Mike. 

The moment tho bull was hit by Anson 
Kel ran as far as the short stop, then 
turned boldly Into the infield and cut 
across at least five yards from third. He 
reached the base line before tho umpire 
turned to see what ho was doing and fairly 
flew across tho plate in a long slide with 
the winning run. 

"Ho didn’t touch third!” screamed 
thousands. 

“He cut the bag by flvo yards!” ronrod 
Bam Wise, the Boston short stop. But 
the umpire was In lpless, as he hadn’t seen 
the trick, and so was compelled to allow 
the run. The I ig crowd, at first enraged 
at the trick, Imped down upon the field In 
b threatening manner, but Kel soon won 
everybody over by shouting: 

"It’s all over ! The game's won 1 You 
can’t get it back! Open the gates!” 
Then there was a great cheer for the trick- 
iest ball player who ever walked the dia- 
mond. This trick was original with Kel- 
ly, and many players have tried it since. —

Arranging Window Garden 1'lunts. 

"In arranging plants in the window 
garden uim always to have the view from 
the room pleasing," writes Kbon E. K*x- 
ford of "indoor Window Gardening,’' in 
The Ladies' Home Journal. "They are 
for home adornment, and they should lie 
most attractive from the home standpoint. 
A good general rule to follow for effect- 
iveness in unungcincnt is to have the taller 
ones lit t lie slues 'i ills lraines in the win- 
dow and ullnws the sun to get at the cen- 
ter of the group, if ail tin- plants are sun 
loving ones, dispose the low growing ones 
mxt the gluts, with the taller ones behind 
them l)o not crowd uny of them. The 
use of swinging iron brackets at each side 
of the window lruiue is highly advisable 
from tin- standpoint of utility as well as 
looks. Those holding three puts enable 
one t>o arrange small plants of a drooping 
nuiure. so that the effect is \ory fine. 
These brui t i ts can lie swung to or from 
the gluss and are preferable to shelves.

SLAPPED A PRINCE’S FACE. 


The Grand Hanks. 

Gustav K( bhe writes an article, entitled 
“On the Grand Banks and Elsewhere,” for 
St. Nicholas. Mr. Kobbe says: 

Tho Grand banks of Newfoundland are 
the great Ashing ground on this sido of 
the Atlantic. Other fishing grounds near 
these are Western bank and Quiro, but all 
the year round you will see vessels on the 
grand banks If you 1m e ever crossed the 
ocean on a swift liner, you will have no- 
ticed That when about two days out you 
run into a chilly fog. You were off Cape 
Race, N. F., crossing the hanks. It is 
usually cold and foggy there, and in win- 
ter frequent gales and snowstorms add to 
the dreariness and danger. 

Western Lank is near Snble Island, a 
long sandbar off tho coast of Nova Scotia, 
and an ocean graveyard, literally strewn 
with wrecks. The English government 
placed a flock of sheep there becuuso there 
bad been instances of sailors wrecked on 
t lie island sti.rving to death, but tho sheep 
died The island was too barren oven for 
them. A herd of ponies was tried, and 
these hardy creatures flourished, but be- 
came in time so wild as to be unapproach- 
able, and a shipwrecked sailor hardly has 
tho strength to scamper after a wild pony. 
Now, however, there are several light- 
houses and lifo saving stations on the is- 
lund, and in the spring innumerable gulls 
nest in tho saml and lay their eggs. In 
May it is not unusual for dories belonging 
to the Western bank fleet to got lost — at ' 
least for awhile, for the gulls’ eggs are j 
good eating during that month.

There is a h« l i< f handi d down from gener- 
ation to get < ration, that the first forgo 
established by the hand of n white man In 
the North woods was located here more 
than a century ago. An old anvil and 
piece of scrap Iron which arc Imbedded In 
the lawn in front of the Forae Houso nre 
today pointed out to the Inquiring touriFt 
ns tho sole remnants of the original nnd 
primitive forgo. 

Kushaqua. which is Indian for “beautl- 
ful resting ) lace,” hns a romantic tradi- 
tion Here is the original deer track along 
which n beautiful Indian maiden followed 
her daring lover to death. There Is an In- 
teresting haziness In the tradition as to 
what the daring lo>or was doing when 
summoned to the happy hunting grounds, 
but there Is no doubt as to the existence 
of the romantic deer track or of the silvery 
lake nr of the moss covered stone on 
which the beautiful Indian maiden sat 
nnd mourned and starved her life away. 
Near Lake Kushaqua is On-chl-o-ta, tho 
Indian name for “rainbow,” and Rain- 
bow lake is not far away. 

Natural Bridge Is a picturesque place 
situated on Indian river (Indian, Ojequ- 
nck, “Nut river,”), which runs under tho 
ground in two different places and emerges 
a few rods below, forming a natural 
bridge 0 feet, above the water nnd 15 feet 
wide, a curiosity of considerable interest. 
Dr. W. Seward Webb hns located IBs ex- 
tensive Ne-ba-sn-ne park in the Beaver 
river region, the name Ne-ha-sa-ne being 
the Indian term for “henver crossing on u 
log.” — New York Times.

Mosaic Floors. 

According to a new process described in 
The Yule Scientific Monthly the munufac 
tu re of mosaic floors has hocn brought 
within economical accomplishment and 
satisfactory attractiveness. Small parc- 
eled of wood, such as sawdust, wood Hot 
and lino shavings, are treated first with i 
mixture of shellac und alcohol and then 
with a cement made of curd and slaked 
lime, und while this mixture is still dump 
it Is put into hot molds of the desired 
shape and size and placed under pressure 
The joint uctiun of tho heat and pressure 
unites the wood most thoroughly with both 
the shellac ami the cement, nnd after a few 
n.inutcs the compound is taken out of t‘ 
molds and completely cooled und hurtle 
ed. Great cute Is necessary that no forelg. 
substunces, especially of an oily nature, be 
present, as this would prevent the cement 
from being absorbed into the pores of the 
wood In making different colored mosaic 
the natural color of the woods used is tuk 
en Into ucuouut, then the wood Itself is 
dyed, and, lastly, dyes dissolved In alcohol 
are mixed with the shellac The process 
is then perfo.jued as before. It is said 
thut notwithstanding its hardness this 
compound pt -.senses all the perfection of 
wood, thus rendering it of purticulur 
adaptation for use us u floor covering In 
the case of living rooms and private dwell- 
ings, and the important udvun£ige is 
claimed for it of being uuuffected by any 
ihuuges of temperature 


They Bun More Slowly Tlmn Banal and 
Evidently With Caution. 

“I notir< d in The Transcript your ac- 
count of the fox crossing the Ice nnd was 
much interested in it, as you nre t lie only 
person I knew of who has noticed that a 
fox, when dossing Ice, runs mcro slowly 
than usual r.nd evidently with caution. 
Several times in my lifo I have seen foxes 
crossing ponds or lakes, and, ns in your 
instance, the ice was r.ot always smooth, 
nnd they always seemed to run carefully. 
In none of the instances was the fox fol- 
lowed by the dogs, so it cannot be entirely 
due to his trying to cover IBs scent. 

“In one instance I came suddenly out of 
tho woods on tho shore of a small lake 
Upon a fox standing eating something up- 
on tho glassy, smooth Ice. lie was so 
startled by my sudden appearance that bo 
started off with a rush which resulted in 
his falling flat nnd then getting on his feet 
again and again starting, only with t lie 
same success. This he repeated several 
times before he pulled himself together 
enough to trot away at a fair gait. It was 
certainly a very laughable sight to seo his 
very undignified, unfoxlike sprawling. 

“Certainly the fox’s caution cannot ho 
duo to his fear of breaking through tho 
ice, for of nil anlmuls a fox comes nearest 
to having wings. When a boy, 1 have 
caught them when only a few days old nnd 
brought them up by hand till they were 
full grown. They were pets and played 
with u black and tan terrier which was 
considered a very active one, but the foxes 
were infinitely more so, nnd it seemed as 
if they did not even bend over the tops of 
grass upon the lawn as they ran about 
nnd played at bide and seek with the dog. 
It certainly seemed as if they ran light 
enough to cross water without ice on it.” 
— Boston Transcript. 


The 110111111- of Stcaiutiliips. 

The more important of the means of 
diminishing the extent of rolling in 
steamships is the application of IJlgu keels 
to the chocks — structures attached to the 
bilges for something like half the length of 
the ship and projecting from the skin of 
the ship to the extent of 8 to 86 Inches, 
according tothesizsof the ship and the 
desire to take full advantage of tludr ac- 
tion. The most recent and most thorough- 
going investigation of their use and effi- 
ciency is that of Sir William White und 
Mr. R. E. Fronde in connection with the 
bilge keels I rt.d to H M. Revenge. 

Experiment in this case set med to show 
that the extent of rolling, alter fitting the 
bilgu keels, was only about one-third the 
extent without tho Idlge keels. This wus 
the case when the ship was not propelled 
by her machinery. When, on the other 
hand, she was so propelled, even ill a mod- 
erate speed, i ae effect of tho bilge keels 
was oven more marked. 

Previous experiments with other ships 
had shown a diminution of rolling due to 
the lilting of bilge keels of one-half, oi d 
for bilge keels of sufficient size this may 
probably be taken as the least thut may he 
expeuted it is to some extent a wonder 
that, such being the case, ships should 
ever be built without these valuable ad- 
juncts, and It is probable that, until some- 
thing lietter is devised, the future will see 
an increasing number of ships In which 
full advantage is taken of a means of giv 
Ing steadiness so effective and at the sane 
time so moderate In cost. — F. P. Purvis in 
Cussier's Magazine.

Several important matters were brought | 
up for the board of aldermen’s oonsidera- i 
tion at its special meeting Monday even- 
ing. At 8.20 o’clock when Mayor Cobb 
called the board to order, each member j 
was present. 

The first business was a hearing on A’ • 
Brackett A Son’s petition for a coal shed 
on Washington street. A communication 
was received from the petitioners setting 
f irth that the matter of building hud 
been fully considered by them. They 
thought it ivould in no way increase the 
fire risk, nor be of any danger to the pub- 
lic travel. The board was in possession of 
all the facts, ami nothing further could be J 
said to enlighten it. 

A petition signed by the residents and 
property owners on Mt. Ida and Washing- 
ton streets was read by Mayor Cobb. ; 
Th« signers protested against the erection j 
oi tue building, which they considered ob- I 
jeotionuble and unsightly, and asked that 1 
the petitioners be granted leave to with- i 
draw. 

Mr. C. B. Fillebrowu was the first speak- 1 
or in remonstrance, lie spoke for his 
neighbors and himself. lie had resided 
on Bellevue street 28 years. When he first 
removed there, one of the three induce- 
ments pointed out to him was the proba- 
ble removal, within a few years, of the 
coal shed. For these 23 years this intoler- 
able nuisance had continued to annoy him 
and his family. When the street was 
widened lie thought it would be removed, 
but in this he was disappointed, lie un- 
derstood that Brackett it Son had their 
business now located at tidewater. The 
erection of this new shed must mean that 
the firm intended doing a basket coal 
business in its old location, or in time the 
Boston & Albany would build u new spur 
truck for them. Continuing he said, the 
residents of Mt. Ida felt that they had un- 
dergone that affliction long enough, und 
were unanimous in asking for its removal. 
While it has been objectionable in this 
way, it had also been a detriment to real 
estate. 

Mr. John T. Langford, in a letter to 
Mayor Cobb, also protested. lie thought 
it hud always been a public nuisance, and 
that with the Washington street widening 
it should be removed. 

Ex-Alderman Chadwick said, “I do not 
oppose this on personal gr< utids but on 
general principles. I think it would be a 
serious mistake on the part of the city, 
after expending this large amount of 
money tor widening Washington street, 
to allow it to be erected.” lie hoped the 
board would unanimously vote to grant 
the petitioner leave to withdraw. 

Mr. Avery, of the school hoard, said 
‘‘It seems to ine tliut after this city gov- 
ernment has expended so much money 
widening Washington street they won’t 
waut to go out with such a monument as 
this.’’ ‘’The new boulevard should be a 
thi ig of beauty, un marred by this.” 

lir. O’DonnellJatated that he lived very 
near the building, und was opposed to the 
erection of this new shed. Thu landown- 
ers in that vicinity, he said, had supposed 
when their taxes were increased for the 
widening improvement, that the old build- 
ing would be removed. They were sur- 
prised when they heard it would not. Per- 
sonally he objected to the erection of the 
new shed, and hoped the petition would 
not be granted. 

Mr. Judkins opposed it on similar 
grounds. He thought it would be a great 
mistake on the purt of the city fathers if it 
was constructed. He understood the Bos- 
ton & Albany was opposed to constructing 
spur tracks on the north side of its rails as 
it interfered with the express trains. 

At 8 . 4 o the hearing was closed on motion 
of Alderman Downs.

ORDERS AND COMMITTEE MATTERS. 

On recommendation of the highway com- 
mittee $1800 was appropriated for the part 
construction of the Eliot street bridge lit 
Upper Falls. The agreement had been 
made that the city of Newton pay this 
amount, the Newton Boston street rail- 
way $1250, and the town of Needham $i*t»o. 
The order w as adopted. 

(hi recommendation of the same commit- 
tee $7.10 was appropriated for the construc- 
tion of a foot bridge across the Boston A 
Albany excavation at Central avenue, 
Newtonvllle, the citizens of that place hav- 
ing subscribed an equal sum. The new 
footbridge will be constructed in accord- 
ance with the plans of the Boston & Al- 
bany. 

The telephone company was grunted per- 
mission to construct conduits on Will .mt 
street* also to remove poles from that 
street. 

$1800 was appropriated to complete the 
widening of Madison avenue. 

On the petition of $t. James street resi- 
dents for concrete crossings on that street, 
a hearing was ordered for Oct. 4th. 

An order was presented by Alderman 
Roberts for the public property ojmmittee, 
calling for an appropriation of $19,000 for 
furnishing the new high school building, 
the amount to be expended under the direc- 
tion of tlie public property committee In- 
stead of by the school committee as is 
usual. 

Alderman Allen inquired the reason of 
tills peculiar innovat on, and at the same 
time suggested that the school board was 
tlie proper body to have the handling of 
the money. 

Alderman White. When the matter 
came before the finance committee, an 
itemized bill was asked for. We were 
turned down and did not get it. We ought 
to make tlie amount $20,000 so they won't 
be hindered. 

Alderman Allen had seen the itemized 
bill, and criticised it. He thought it pro- 
vided for tlie complete furnishings so that 
nothing further would have to be added. 

Alderman White— The board ought to 
see this itemized bill. I don’t sav l won’t 
vote for the appropriation but 1 want to 
see the bill first. 

Alderman Roberts— I supposed this item- 
ized account had been submitted. If I hud 
known it had not been submitted, 1 should 
not have presented this order. 

Alderman Bally thought the mutter 
sh add be fully presented before the board. 

Alderman Roberts -The itemized bill 
was made out but the finance committee 
did not have the courtesy to come to the 
public property committee with it. 

Alderman White— The finance committee 
did not receive this itemized hill. 

Alderman Roberts— The bill was fur- 
nished, and 1 don’t see why they didn’t 
get it. 

Alderman Knowiton— The finance coin 
in ittee considered the matter, and voted to 
have an itemized bill. We have not yet re- 
ceived it. 

Alderman Roberts— I would like to 
know why the finance committee has not 
yet received it. 

Alderman Bully inquired if tlie school 
committee did not want to expend it. 

Mayor Cobb suggested that the school 
board would probably be satisfied if they 
were allowed to expend it with the public 
property committee. 

Alderman Allen— I should thick a con- 
ference of this kind very necessary. The 
members of the school board would lie 
c impotent men to expand it. When this 
amount was asked for it seemed they had 
proceeded without a full consideration of 
tlie present state of the finances of the city. 
The furnish! igs will be very complete 
ami elaborate. 

Alderman Roberts said when tlie matter 
was discussed by tlie public property com- 
mittee, it was thought that tliut committee 
• :ould h ive charge of tlie expenditure. A 
sub committee of members could be ap- 
pointed to confer with the school commit- 
tee, and a less sum tlian was asked for 
could perhaps be expended. 

A number of Newton men in the furnish- 
ing trade had complained that they had 
never been allowed to bid on furnishings 
for Newton schools, and the public prop- 
erty committee was of tlie opinion that if 
bids were asked for the furnishings could 
be obtuined ut a lower figure thuu that 
named by the committee. 

On motion of Alderman Roberts the mat- 
ter was referred to the finance committee, 
und will he brought up before tlie board 
with an itemized account of the proposed 
expenditures. 

It was then voted to allow A. Brackett 
& Son permission to withdraw their peti- 
tion. 

At 9.4<) o’clock the bourd adjourned.

As a 
result of the raid Deter Morrel, Michael 
Flaherty, Uosseo Freni or and Edwurd But- 
ler were locked m> on tlie charge of gam- 
bling. and Leo Boudrot, Michael Barry, 
and Muses Digley on the charge of being 
present where gambling implements were 
found. The furniture of the room, con- 
sisting of tables, chairs, etc., were confis- 
cated by tlie police. In court Monday 
morning before Judge Kennedy, Morrel,

each, Digley and Barry $ti, and Boudrot 
$15. 


Congressman Fitzgerald and the West 
End. 

Congressman John T. Fitzgerald seems 
strangely enough to be alone in his Opposi- 
tion to tlie West End lease, and he states 
the ground of his opposition in u letter to 
the railroad commissioners, from which 
tlie following extructs will be of interest: 

“I reinember my experience with the 
West Find railroad when, as a member of 
the Senate, I fought for free transfers ami 
for the heutiug wf tlie cars. I wus culled 
from my seat one day by the attorney of 
tlie corporation, who was watohing the in- 
terests of that corporation, and who in- 
formed me tliut my continued antagonism 
to the West End in tlie fight for free trans- 
fers und heating of tlie cars would lose me 
all recognition at tiic hands of that corpor- 
ation in tlie matter of the employment of 
men. I represented a large working con- 
stituency, und 1 was appealed to almost 
daily to secure employment for men in tlie 
West End ruilroad. When they found they 
could use no other club they made this 
threat, and on my answering tlie West End 
attorney tliut 1 was going to tight tlie West 
| End railroad as long as I uouM, when it did 
! not treat tlie public fairly, I was then 
: denied every favor in tlie matter of the ein- 
1 ployment of men. ami 1 have fuiled to put 
1 any person to work in that corporation 
; since. This is the experience, I believe, of 
! every man who lias fought tliut corporation 
at the state house, and tlie result is that 
; two-thirds of the men employed in the 
West Fhid are not citizens of Boston, but 
are persons imported front other put ts of 
the country und tlie provinces. 

| ”1 can see no reason why, at the present 

' time, tlie bourd of ruilroad commissioners, 
standing us the representatives of the peo- 
ple uguinst corporate greed and aggrandize- 
ment, should countenance the demands of 
i a body of wealthy men who are using tlie 
! franchise and tlie streets of tlie citizens of 
j Boston, demanding an exorbitant rate of 8 
per cent, upon watered stock, free from 
tuxes, und guaranteed to them for tlie 
J period of 99 years. I sincerely hope tliut 
the railroad commissioners will deny tlie 
petition of tlie West End stockholders and 
the Boitou elevated railroad stockholders, 
j causing such u delay in the mutter tliut 
l proper attention can be given to it ami pro- 
i per remedies applied by tlie Legislature of

THE NEW CHARTER. 

The importance of a decided change in 
the manner of conducting the city’s busi- 
ness nITairs is conceded by everyone at all 
familiar with the way in which the city’s 
expenditures are made, and the habit one 
committee has of undoing the work of 
another. It comes from having no re- 
sponsible bead to the city government, but 
instead a dozen independent committees 
and commissions, no one of which is able 
to consult the other. 

Any corporation that managed its affairs 
in such a bungling fashion would soon 
find itself in bankruptcy, no matter what 
were its profits. But Newton has such 
large resources, and has grown so rapidly 
in wealth, that until within a few years 
we have been able to stand the strain, 
without having the tax rates above the 
average. 

Every one admits that it is time for a 
change, and that something should be done 
right away to increase the efficiency ot the 
city departments, and to bring about a 
wiser expenditure of the city’s money, so 
that there will be something more to show 
for our high tux rate. 

Yet, while the necessity for a reform is 
conceded by every one, we find many 
objecting to the new charter, because it 
does not exactly meet their ideas in this or 
that particular, and so they rather think 
they will vote against it. They know that 
the present condition of things can not con- 
tinue much 'longer, but they favor some 
other plan than the one that has been pro. 
posed. 

This is all very well, but it is necessary 
in this world to take the best one can get, 
although it may not be exactly what one 
may like, in all respects. We have hud the 
plan of a new charter agitated for the last 
dozen years, and time and aguin the move- 
ments in its favor have come to grief. It 
is a great task to frame a charter that will 
suit even a majority, and the present re- 
vision was only passed through the neces- 
sary stages by the hardest kind of work, 
and by compromising on certain points, to 
make it' suit the majority. 

If it is defeated now by any chance, 
have any of the objectors to it the slightest 
ground for hoping that another charter 
could be gotten up that would be any more 
acceptable, or in fact that men could be 
found willing to again undertake the labor 
ami trouble? No kind of a charter would 
suit every one, and this one has been so 
carefully put together by men having a 
pructieal experience of city utfairs, and 
seems to be in the main along the lines of 
what the experience of other cities has 
proved desirable, thut every thoughtful 
man should hesitate long before deciding 
to vote against it. Almost any change 
would be better than the present loose and 
irresponsible condition of things, and 
every one must ask himself if it is not his 
duty as a patriotic citizen to make a trial 
of this new charter and see how it works, 
before condemning it, especially us its de- 
feat would only prolong the present con- 
dition of things indefinitely, and we have 
yet to find one who advocates that, except 
perhaps those who find the present uu- 
business-like method to their own personal 
advantage. 


THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUSES. 

There was very little excitement at the 
Republican caucuses, except in Ward Five, 
and tiie sentiment seemed to be unanimous 
for the reuoiiiiuation of Senator Harwood 
ami Representatives Pickard ami Uuyward. 

There was some contest over the ooun- 
cillorship and it is asserted thut Mr. Swal- 
low will have several delegates from New- 
ton, although the delegates are unpledged, 
and an attempt is being made to combine 
them on some other candidate. 

On most of the other offices the Newton 
delegates will be united, especially as New- 
ton has no candidates of its own to present. 

The contest in Ward Five was between 
the younger element and the element w hich 
has heretofore controlled the politics of the 
ward. The chief interest centered in the 
fijit against the present members of the 
ward committee, A. II. Putney, F. fci. Esty, 
ant L. H. Baoeu for re-election, on account 
of their signing the petition of the ward 
and city committee, asking thut the loca- 
tion of the postoffice be submitted to a vote 
of the people. Thu old leaders met w ith u 
signal defeat, the caucus sustaining these 
young gentlemen and by a vole of 05 to 58 
elected them to represent the ward another 
year. The youuger element also elected 21 
out of the 20 delegates to the several con- 
ventions by an uverage vote of 54 to 51.

Tin. Boston Tr ans< iupt is much im- 
pressed tv ith our subway, and says: 

The great change in the New tons w rought 
by the depression of the railw ay tracks is 
nearing completion. The new station 
buildings at Newton, Ncwtonville and 
West Newton are picturesque, and the 
pathway for the four tracks, cut as it Is 
most of the way out of solid rock, at a 
cost of several millions of dollars, excites 
genuine admiration. It will enable the 1 
quick trains, uumenaced by grade cross- ; 
ings, to do their best for the credit of a 
great route. Washington street widened 
raised to the distinction of a boulevard ; 
and is equipped with the trolley-car sys- J 
tern, connecting with the West End Com- 
monwealth avenue line into Boston. 

There are some rather curious errors, in ( 
till 3, such as “the pathway cut for the most 
part out of solid rock,’’ where for the 
greater part was good soft digging; putting 
the cost at several millions is also an over 
statement, and the “picturesque new 
stations” resolve themselves into only 
one, with the other two mude over, more 
or less picturesquely ( I). But the general 
statement of the article is all right.

It 
1 is fortunate for them, as thus the whole j 
responsibility is left with the Senators.

Such questions are impertinent, as the 
visit is of course merely a friendly affair, 
out of gratitude to the original McKinley 
man in Massachusetts. Outsiders cannot 
be blamed for seizing upon almost any ex- 
cuse for a visit to the Berkshire Hills in 
this weather. But if Massachusetts men 
want any favors from Washington after 
this, they had better send their requests in 
care of Mr. Plunkett

The moral of this is that it 
will lie much bettei lu avoid temptation 
at the beginning, and, when rosuhed upon 
a given diet, to avoid sitting at the table 
when other and richer dishes are served 
It is comparatively uasy to breakfast or 
dine on simple dishes if others more tempt- 
ing to the palate ure net ut hand, but let 
one bo surrounded witli puddings uud 
pastry, with terrapin uud lobster, with 
rich sauces and luscious salads, and the 
strongest ure liable to hesitate uud full.—

Refuse codfish paid for much of tho mo- 1 
lasses. 

Connecticut attempted to prohibit dis- 
tilling because It made nmlasses scarce, 
but the prohibition was very hastily stop- ; 
pod when the citizens found tlmt business 
went whole rum could lie obtained. Hum 
proved the best Now England commodity | 
in nil trading operations. Hum was tho j 
Indian’s choice, In fact his only accept- 
ance, as payment for his peltries. It was 
chosen with equal eagerness by the Vir- 
ginian or Cnrolininn in exchange for his 
tohaoct). Tho Newfoundland fishermen 
wished it In return for codfish, nnd, most 
important of all. on the Guinea const New , 
England rum entirely vanquished French I 
brandy ns a medium for acquiring slaves. I 
Tho commerce In rum and slaves afforded ! 
all tho ready money that paid for nny mer- 
chandise in England. It was tho driving 
power of all commercial machinery. Tho j 
circuit was powerful nt every step. Tho 
Yankee vessel laden with homemade turn , 
sailed to tho African const. Tho rum was 
bnrtered to great advnntngn for negroes. 
Tho negroes were carried to and sold at a 
Inrge profit at tho West Indies, nnd tho 
distillation in Newport and Boston stnrted 
afresh the round of New England money 
making. Sometimes trade was 60 brisk 
that the market was stripped of rum. 

In the year 1762 Isaac Freeman wanted 
a cargo of rum for the African trade. IIo 1 
sent to Newport, where there were then HO 
grent rum distilleries in full blast. Ills 
correspondent wroto that he could not hnvo ’ 
it for three months. “There aro so many 
vessels loading for Guinea wo can’t got our 
hogsheads of rum for cash. We hnvo boon 
lately to New London and all along the 
seaport towns in ordor to purchase mo- , 
lasses, but wo can’t get one hogshead.” 

The shipmasters were not above water- I 
Ing the rum to make it go us far as possi- | 
bio. Old Merchant Hotter instructed his I 
captains to “trade with the blacks, wortcr 
ye' rum ns much ns possible, and soil as 
much by short niessur as you cun.”— 
Brockton (Mass.) Times.

The Newton school board held its regular 
meeting Wednesday evening at the Sold 
Chitlin school building, New tonville. Mayor 
Cobb presided and eight members of the 
board were present. An interesting matter 
of business to come before the board was a 
report of the finance committee relative to 
the schedule of teachers’ salaries in vogue 
in the Newton schools 

In the report the committee stated that 
tho form of the schedule in the present use 
was not likely to be improved and should 
be retained. They recommended that there 
be no change made in the maximum of 
salaries specified for tiie High school, but 
in the case of tho grammar and primary 
grades, recommended that the maximum 
salary of a master be $ 2000 , of a first as- 
sistant $750, assistant $(>75, and kindergar- 
ten $050. The report stated that of the 
eight masters now employed in tiie schools, 
four only were receiving $2000. In some 
cases this salary was paid to masters whose 
term of service was longest, and in others 
having the greatest number of pupils. 
Partly for the purpose of removing such 
irregularities the committee recommended 
the change, out that no general or immedi- 
ate increase of salaries be made to the new 
maximum until Sept. 1808. In their report 
the committee also recommended that the 
maximum salary of the director of music 
be $lt>oo, and that of drawing Instructor he 
$1800. 

Following the annual report of the super- 
intendent, which was quite lengthy, re- 
viewing as it did the condition aud other 
matters pertaining to the welfare of the 
various schools of the city, reports were 
received from the finance committee show- 
ing the expenses for the month of .Septem- 
ber to be $12,401.55, also from the same 
c Jinmittee recommending the granting of 
leave to Charlotte E. Bewail, first assistant 
of the Underwood school, for a period not 
exceeding four months, w ith balance of 
salary, also from tiie same committee 
estimating the appropriation needed for 
the school year of ISilH as follows: 
Salaries $145,84(5, fuel $11,000, incidentals 
$i:t,onn, conveyance of pupils $25o, and 
evening schools $1000, making a total of 
$171,000. 

Orders were passed as follows, that Her- 
bert M. Clmse be appointed principal of 
the Nonantum evening school at a salary 
of $:i per evening, aud that Harry E. Wil- 
liams, Surah F. Dorneyl.and Nellie A. 
Dorney be appointed as.sbtauis at $ 1.50 per 
evening; that the city council be requested 
to appropriate the sum of $171,000, D r the 
expenses of the school year 1808, that Sec. 
:i of Chap. 4 of tiie rules of the school 
committee be amended so that the schedule 
of tiie maximum of salaries be as recom- 
mended in tiie report of tiie finance com- 
mittee above, that Methode Berlitz be used 
in the High school, that tho sum of $12, 
431.55 be appropriated to meet tho school 
expenses for the month of September, that 
the salary of the janitor oi the Ash street 
school, Auburndale, be $20 per month dat- 
ing from Sept. 1. 

After transacting other routine business 
of minor importance tho board adjourned 
ut 10 o’clock, a number of members desir- 
ing to attend un informal conference with 
the finance committee of tiie city govern- 
ment, relative 10 an order before that body, 
appropriating the sum of $P.i,(>ih) for the 
furnishing of the High school.
